Buhl woman dies in blaze 


No evidence of foul play

^ BUHL - A Buhl woman died in a 
smoky house fire lliursday night. 

Jaddc K. Jensen, 53, died in the fire in 
her home at 309 Fruitfand Avc., Twin 
Falls County Coroner Gene Turley said. 

The fire was reported at about 6:25 
p.m. Neighbors said an off-duty Buhl 
police officer was driving by the house, 
saw smoke and stopped at a neighbor’s to 
call for iiclp. 


Buhl Police Chief Terry Tipton said 
firenghters suspected the fire may have 
started in the front of the house, but that 
the investigation was not complete. 
Tipton said there was no evidence of 
arson or foul play. 

Neighbors said they saw smokc.coming 
from the house and ran to it to try to res- 
cue Jensen, but said the house was 
already too hot to enter. 

“There was so much smoke in rlic 
house you couldn’t sec in ilie window,” 
said P^cla Hayes, daughter of a nci^* 
bar. 

Jensen had graduated from Buh! Hi^ 
School and had been a hairdresser for

years, running her business out of her 
house, neighbors said, 

Jensen was a victim of multiple sclero- 
sis and Whccichaif-bound, neighbor Jay 
Burton said. Even so, Burton said, Jensen 
was always cheery and friendly, and 
always bad candy for a visitor. 

“It is just devastating to me.” Burton 
said. 

Ncigiibors helped Jensen and kept an 
eye out for her. The BulU KJwanis Club 
built a ramp to Jensen’s front door, 
Burton said. 

An autopsy is scheduled for this morn- 
ing to determine the precise cause of 
death, Turley said.

Rain extends from Louisiana to Maine; New ^ngjand basks ,

A band of showers and thunderstorms stretched 
from Louisiana to Maine on Thursday^hilc a winter 
storm was bringing nun and snow to the ^uthwest. 

Warm, moist air pusliing into New England, sent 
temperatures in the region and in the mid-Atlandc to 
record higiis. A 70-degree reading at New York’s 
Kennedy Airport set a record for the month of 
Fcbninry. surpassing the 68 degrees recorded on 
Feb. 4, 1991. 

High-temperature records for the date; were bro- 
ken in m'any.othcr cities, including Raleigh, N.C., 
Richmond, Va., Atlantic City, N.J., Allentown, Pa., 
and Rochester, N.Y. 

The line of Uiundcrstorms wasn't severe, but there 
were strong winds reported in some areas. Wind gusts 
reached 50 mph to 70 mph in Indiana and Ohio, and 


there were reports of downed trees and powerSnes. 

Much of Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado and 11^ 
was expected to get a soaldng, with snow in ^re 
mountains. Areas of northern Arixona coiild get as 
much as 8 to 12 indies of snow by Friday af ttq vwm 
Travel around Flagstaff,' Ariz., was treacherous 
because of heavy snow and fog. 

By midmoming, the storm had diimp^ a foot of 
new, heavy snow on the northern Wastuefa 
in Utah. And 9 inches of wet snow in Nebraska oeat- 
cd slippery conditions for motorists. 

“With every snow we keep hoping it wiD be 
last,” said Thayer County SturiiTs.SgLD&vidlieein 
' Hebron. 

“But this is good oT Nebraska wcathv . One doit's 
nice with the sun shining, now it’s snowing sln<9i out 
there,” he said. “This one is just ugly. It*s-wet, hdivy 
and making roads slick.”

New tobacco regulations set to take effect today 


WASHINGTON (AF) — It’s official today: If 
you’re under age 27 and Want to buy ciga- 
rettes nr chewing tobacco, you have to pro- 
duce It plioio ID proving you’re old cnotigli — 
at least 18. 

The question is how will the government 
enforce th e firs t wa ve of its crackdown on. . 
youth smoking. 

Tobacco-fricndlv North Carolina and 
Virginia flip-flopped Thursday over enforce- 
—menft-In-addirionrthe -FDA' still hasn'r hired 
state inspectors to audit cigarcmrrontilflrs’ - 


compliance. That means, at least until sum- 
mer, anti-tobacco volunteers will have to blow 
(he whistle on offenders. 

• "It's going to take tfi army of citizens,” 
said John Banzhaf of AMon on Smoking and 
Health, which is organizing thousands of pee- 
-plc.io.rcpori.suspcc(cd.Iawbfcakcrs.to.aR— 
FDA hot line. He plans to send teens early 
today to test the new law in Washington and 
suburban Virginia stores. 

State laws already outlaw selling tobacco to

thieve never been carded — reports verified 
in states like Indiana, whicliTost summer dis- 
covered 41 percent of stores selling tobacco to 
teens.

Dwyer said the EPA must do 
that because the state rules failed 
to designate water uses and set 
temperature standards, and do 
not apply to private waters. 

Conservation groups which sued 
the EPA hailed the latest dedaem 
as a way to provide clean waterr for 
swimming, as well as protea habi- 
tat for salmon and bull trouL

Make lottery winners 
pay fair share of taxes 


A person who works for a living in 
Idaho pays state income tax. A person 
who wins the lottery and retires bn. 
Easy Street doesn’t. Ending that dis- 
tinction makes perfect sense. 

The House Revenue and Taxation 
Committee is considering a proposal 
this week from Rep. Mark Stubbs, R- 
Twin Falls, to tax lottery winnings. 
He figures the state could gain' SI 
million a year in sorely needed rev- 


Opponents q,uibble with that esti- 
mate, but Stubbs’ basic point is cor- 
rect. If John Q. Paycheck pays his fair 
share to keep the Statchouse stocked 
with red tape, why shouldn’t Joe Jade- 
pot do the same? 

The main argum'e^ against Stubbs’ 
proposal is that taxing players’ win- 
nings would cut into ticket sales. Lot- 
tery Director Dennis Jackson suggests 
the reduction in lottery sales might 
wipe out the added tax revenue. 


Maybe - but not likely. If you’re a 
Lotto player chasing a multi-million- 
'dollar jackpot, will an 8 percent in- 
•co;ne tax scare, you away? Rep. Frank 
Bruheel, R-Lcwiston, debunked that 
notion when he remarked, “That mag- 
lutude of financial planning is lacking 
when the decision is made whether to 
buy a ticket.’’ 

Our guess is, few if any ticket buyers 
will give the tax a second thought. 

One legitimate concern has to do 
with people who already hat^e won 
jackpots and arc collecting ailnual 
payments. It's an open question 
whether the income tax - wliich wasn’t 
in place when they bought their win- 
ning tickets - should now be applied 
to those people. 

Tliat question aside, taxing tvinnings 
seems fair and appropriate. The Legis- 
lature can al^vays go back and repeal 
the tux if Jackson’s fears turn out to be 
right.

He also continued a secondary career of 
riding bulls, but that ended when his 


knees and shoulder were injured.

Luckilj’7'iiis'khuw1udgu'uf roduoidnd 
the many friends he made there landed 
Johnny U Ills steady-paying Dodge con-

But a real ranch hand in Music City is 
often a fish out of water. 

“In Nashville, they don’t have a due 
about what real western life is," Johnny 
U said. “They think'lf you wear a cow- 
boy hat, you're from Texas. They don’t 
realize what our indusny in Idolio is at 
all. It's kind of humorous, really." 

A singer should slay true to his own 
stylo, said Johnny U, who, with a tender 
. voice, sings songs Marty Robbins would 
have liked. “I have a struggle with the 
industry portraying every (country 
singer) os a cowboy, but that’s what sells 
and Tm happy for those guys," be said. 
‘Tm happy to know that they want to be 
part of that lifestyle that wc are tied to 
so doscly. So in a way, these drugstore 
cowboys arc really a compliment to our 
lifestyle. That’s the way you’ve got to 
look at it. Othcnvisc, it would rick you 
off.” 

A nice ride; 

Johnny U, short for Urrutia, said he 
docs not talk about his Basque heritage 
much, and tlic plain U makes his liamc 
easy to remember. 

"In Nashville, they didn’t ’have a due 
what the Basque nationality was,” he 


said. “The only ones who know of the 
Basque culture arc people in Idaho." 

Ho noted that, after playing at the 
national Basque convention in Gooding 
Just year, liis record soles in Spain took o 
nice jump. 

In his cravpls, Jdhnny U is known ns a 
stockman and rodeo man.wiili a popular 
band. Record sales have been good, 
rodeo is gaining in popularity and this 
cowboy is caking a nice ride.

Talking about the mu.sic 
industry, he said the business is con- 
trolled by a select few who havc promot- 
ed what the public complains arc too 
many clones. 

"They need sorn'ccnc different,’’ 
Johnny U said. “They're really looking 
for that and, at the same time, they’re so 
afraid of it. Thai’s what’s funny. 

“But this year is the first year they’ve 
dropped in sales, so they're thinking 
alx)ut doing some different tilings, .some 
alicmativc country, and there might be 
a place for me. But. I’ll tell you, I play- 
enough and have enough tun that it 
doesn’t really matter.”

la 1991’s “The iJlac Bus,” 
Irish storyteller Maeve Binchy 
used a small commuter van to 
bring together' her disparate 
characters.

Hey, hey, the 
Monkees are back 


NEW YORK (AP) — Back in 
*ihe 1960^ there was this rock ‘n’ 
.roll group chat seemed to appear 
out .of nowhere. One night, the 
four muadons w&rc an unknown 
.act on television; the next morn- 
ing, they were famous. 

' In the space of just a couple of 
years, they had a dozen Top 40 
hits. Their first four albums all 
.reached No. 1. They made their 
;ewn movies. They- toured con- 
stantly. And when they walked 
on stage at concert halls around 
the country, girls screamed and 
swooned. 

Bcatlcmania, you say? No, . 
Monkcemania. At this point, the 
cynics among you will mutter: 
“Oh, yeah, right, the Monkees. 
They weren’t really a band. They 
just played one on TV." 

Which will bring no argument 
from Monkees’ driunmer Mickey 
Dolcnz. “1 suppose the only equal 
to us," says Dolcnz, laughing, 
“would be if the guys on 'E.R.’, t 
after, the show went off the air, 
went out ond became real doc- 
tors.” 

•But could it be that the friend- 
ly, self-effacing Dolcnz is on to 
something here? For the 
Monkees did something nearly 
akin to that. 

After their show went off the 
air in 1968, they went out and 
became a real bond. 

Oh, it took some time — three 
decades as a matter of fact. In 
between, there were partial 
reunions featuring Dolenz, Peter 
Tork and Davy Jones. There was 
even a warmly received gather- 
ing of all four in Los Angeles 10 
years ago. But it wasn’t until last 
year that Michael Nesmith, long 
the reluctant Monkec, came 
home. “He got a new and fresh 
and different outlook on it,” 
Dolciu says now. “It's real tou^. 
You just can’t deny it that you’ve 
become this — dare I say it — 
legend.” : 

The result was “Justus,” 
released just in time for the 
group’s 30ih aimivcrsary late last 
year. The first all-new Monkees’ 
album in more than 20 years, it is 
the centerpiece of a fuU-flcdged 
Monkees’ comeback that 
includes a CD-ROM retrospec- 
tive, video releases of their 1967 
movie “Head” and 1969 docu- 
mentary “Thirty-Three and a 
Third RFMs Per Monkee,” an all- 
new documentary released t^is 
month, an ABC-TV special -on 
Feb. 17 and a European tour that 
begins next month. * 

It might never have happened 
if the four hadn’t come up with 


the s^rising “Justus," a guitar- 
slashing, drum-pounding, power- 
chord-blasting rocker of an 
album that was embraced crit- 
ics os the best thing the Monkees 
had ever done. 

With an in-your-face title that 
was Nesmith’s retort to those 
who asked who had created such 
a work, “Justus" shows the once- 
sugar-coated Monkees with an 
edge. Indeed, as they pound 
those instruments they once 
were derided for not really play- 
ing, they sing about disillusion- 
ment, dishonesty, greed and bro- 
ken dreams. And they do it in 
voices that indicate they’ve been 
there and back. 

Dolcnz, who contributed six of 
the 12 songs, quips that most of 
his “were about my divorce, and 
that’s why they have that harder 
edge." But don’t ever expect to 
take a return trip on the “Last 
Train to Qarksvillc.” 

“I’m SI years old now,” says 
Dolcnz, from his home in the 
Sherman Oaks section of Los 
Angeles, where he grew up. “I 
can't be singing a 17-ycar-old’s 
lyrics.” 

Still, he recalls the first wave 
of Monkcemania with delight, 
noting how “everyone in town” 
wanted one of the four covcied 
roles when Hollywood decided to 
make a TV show about a band 
like the Beatles. 

“They made me the drummer 
later because, basically, there 
was nobody clw who was willing 
to do that,” he s'ays, laughing 
again,. 

They made Tork, an accom- 
plished musician on everything 
from keyboards to guitar (o 
banjo, the bass player. Nesmith, 
a singer-songwriter who had 
moved to Los Angeles from 
Texas, became the guitar player 
in the funny hat. And Jones, a 
theatrical actor from England, 
was the lead singer, though in- 
real life, Dolcnz' notes, all four 
were lead singers. And, in con-' 
cert, Jones could play the bass 
when Tork switched to another 
instrument. 

Such professional songwriters 
as Neil Diamond, Carole King 
and Gerry Coffin wrote the 
group’s hits, while others played 
the instrumcnts-ai recording ses- 
sions until the four rebelled. 

By “Headquarters,” the third 
of their 10 albums, the Monkees 
had more or less ttdtcn control of 
their music. But the image of a 
band not good cnoughito play its 
own instruments haunted them 
for years.

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Clapton on top of the world 


NEW YORK • Eric Clapton rind 
his recording “Change the 
World” dominated the music 
world at the 39th Annual 
Grammy Awards on Wednesday 
night at Madison Square Garden. 

Clapton walked away with Top 
Male Vocalist for his version of 
the song, which was named ^ng 
of the Year as well as Record of 
the Year. 

Other top winners included 
singer* Celine Dion, who won 
Album of the Year honors with 
“Falling Into You;” the Beatles, 
who won their first Grammy 
since 1967, and 14-year*old 
country crooner LcAnn Rimes, 
who was dub|bcd the Best New 
Artist. -» 

Rimes became the first country 
singer and the youngest per- 
former ever to in a Grammy 
Award for Best New Artist. • 

The teenager, who launched 
her career at age 11, was honored 
by the music industry for her hit 
album, “Blue,” wliich flew to the 
top of both the country and Top 
10 charts. . 

“I never expected this at all,” 
said Rimes, who was close to 
tears as she accepted the award. 
She also won a Grammy for Best 
Female Country Vocalist. 

I^'mcs led a iiost of newcomers 
picking up multiple Grnmmys, 
including Smashing Pumpkins 
and double winner Beck, along 
with relative newcomers — com- 
pared with the 51-year-old 
Clapton — Sheryl Crow and 
Dion. 

But the music industry docs 
not easily let go of its veterans. In 
addition to Clapton, winners 
included veterans like Brued 
Springsteen, Tony Bennett, Bob 
Marley, Bill Monroe and multiple 
statuettes for Miles Davis. 

The Beatles won for Best Pop 
Performance by a Duo or Group 
for “Free As a Bird" — a song 
manufactured by the three sur- 
viving members from a tape left 
behind by the late John Lennon. 

The Beatles won their last 
Grammy in 1967 for “Sgt. 
Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club 
Band.” 

R&B diva Toni Braxton took 
two Grammys, one for her hit 
song “Un-break My Heart” and 
another as Best Female R&B 
Vocalist for “You’re Makin’ Mo 
High.” 

At the earlier ceremony, First 
Lady ^illary Clinton learned 
she’d become the first self- 
described “tone deaf’ person to 
tvin a Grammy, for her audiotape 
— of-hcr.bost«oUing book-lt-Takes—

Then he added, "If I can tar- 
nish my legacy with one fight, 
tbeirthere never was a legacy.” 
There ore a few issues wrapped 
up here, so let’s try to unravel 
and deal with one at a dmc. 

. Six years after Leonard tvas 
bedly beaten by Terry Norris and 
retired for the fourth time, the 
best thing that can be said about 
this comeback is that it doesn’t 
appear motivated by need. 

Leonard was the first ngbter in 
history to clear $200 million in 
purses. If wc can take him at his 
word, he still has enough so that 
the ^ million or so he will pick 
up fighting the 34-year-old 
Camacho won’t make or break 
him. 

The next best thing that can be 
said for the fight is that Camacho 
is almost as far past his salad 
days as Sugar Ray. That makes a 
dangerous fight much less likely 
than d Lcoruud’s comeback oppo- 
nent had been Pern ell Whitaker, 
once a possibility. So far, so good. 

And no doubt Sugar Ray 
enjoyed boxing more than any- 
thing else. Assuming they were os 
skilled in the sweet science as 
Leonard was, at least through his 
prime, who wouldn’t? 

Nothing in sport is so clcmcn- 
taL nor so immediate os a prize 
fight. There is very little waiting 


for the result. Feedback arrives 
in the blink of on eye, adren^ne 
runs non-stop from start to finish 
ond somebody hands you a fat 
check as soon as the fight is over. 
Then if you're still vertical - a big 
if - every place you show up that 
night and for the rest of the 
week, people get up out of their 
chairs and applaud. 

But long after age has shuttled 
most people to the far edge of 
caution, so strong is the pull of 
that kind of celebrity that fight- 
ers pursue it without regard for 
con^uenccs. 

Leonard loved boxing - the 
commitment, the training, the 
devotion to being the best. He no 
longer wants that. What he 
hungers for now is simply the 
adulation. Leonard said that 
much himself. "I missed the 
attention that:boxing brings." 

Either way, history suggests 
this won’t end well, threat fight- 
ers like James Jeffries and Joe 
Louis, and even the greatest, 
Muhammad AH, were not 
immune to the sound of their own 
name chanted in the thousands of 
decibels. Aged and overweight, 
or simply over the hill, cad) came 
out of retirement and regretted 


Jeffries was pressed into ser- 
vice during the worldwide hunt 
for a "great white hope” and was 
quickly destroyed by Jack 


Johnson. Louis was pounded by 
Rocky Marciano, so relentlessly 
at the end that it made the ghosts 
waU DC the old Madison ^uare 
Garden. Saddest of all, the last 
note that tolled on All’s career 
was that of a cow bell, because 
the mercenaries who s^ed his 
final fi^t against TVevtw Berbick — 
were too cheap to pay for a real 
one. 

Leonard already absorbed that 
kind of beating, and more than 
once. 

He retired once because of a 
detached retina, and when he 
came back after that, some peo- 
ple wondered whether he’d been 
detached from his senses as welL 
Then came the bearing by Norris 
— so brutal that Leona’s fothcr 
pleaded with his handlers befim 
the 11th to throw in the towel — 
that everybody thought had soit 
Leonard to his comer for good. ' 

Wc were wrong. But so is 
Leonard for assuming thacxioc 
fight will not tarnish his legacy. 
There are few tougher or more 
charismatic fighters, but few * 
things arc sadder or lonelier than 
to see one beaten. Wc never for- 
get them because they were the 
heroes of our youth. And we don’t 
forgive them easily for ghnmtng 
that mcmoiy.

grabbing mud. 

Penguins and fur seals, along 
with researchers from Chile, 
China and Russia lined the 
course lo observe the race. 


There were 12 countries repre- 
sented in the marathon. They 
were Australia, Canada. England, 
France, Germany, Ireland, Japan. 
Mexico, New Zealand, Saudi 
Arabia, South Africa and numer- 
ous states of the United States. 
Ritz was the only participant 
from Idaho.

. WASHINGTON — Orders to U.S. facto- 
ries for big-dckcc durable goods shot up 
3.6 percent in January, the first advance 
in three months and the largest, since 
September. 

Each of the major categories shared in 
die gain, induding a double-digit increase 
in electronic and other electrical equip- 
ment such as drcuii boards and commu- 
nications gear. 

The Commerce Department said today 
orders totaled a seasonally adjusted 
$174.8 billion, up from $168.8 billion in 
December. 

The inidol response to the figures was 
muted'on Wall Street. Yields oh 30-year 
'■ Treasury bonds, a barometer for long- 
term borrowing costs, were barely 
changed this morning from late 
Wednesday’s level of 6.78 percent. 

Many analysts had expected a much 
smaller 1.4 percent advance in durable 


goods orders after December’s revised 1.8 
percent drop. The December decline ear- 
lier was estimated to be 1.9 percent and 
followed a 1.7 percent drop in November. 

After jumping 4.S percent in 
September, orders began to slow, rising 
just 0.6 percent the following month. 

Orders for durable goods — items 
expected to last more than three years — 
are a key gauge of the nation’s manufac- 
turing sector. Continued growth could 
lead to increased production and more 
jobs. 

Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan told Congress on Wednesday 
that “our economic prospects are quite 
favorable,’’ while inflation remains in 
check. 

But he cautioned the central bank 
could not rule' out higlicr interest rates to 
keep the economy from overheating and 
driving prices liighcr. 

' While most analysts do not expect any 
credit tightening at the next meeting of 


Fed policy-makers on March 25, many 
expect a modest increase later in the 
year. 

A second report today also su^csicd 
the economy continues to grow. 

Although the Labor Department said 
first-dme claims for jobless benefits rose 
by 11,000 last week, analysts contend that 
new applications in the lower 300,000 
range indicate continued labor market 
strength.

McDonald’s Corp. plans to lower 
prices for some of its large sandwiches, 
induding the Big Mac, to just 55 cents 
with the purchase of a drink and fries, 
franchisees revealed Wednesday. 

The move takes aim at competitors 
such as Wendy’s International and 
Burger King, which have been aggres- 
sive wiili promotions and pridng. 

Burger King and Wendy's said they 


don’t plan to slash price.s, but they may 
be forced to do so to stay competitive, 
said analyst Allan Hickok at Piper 
Joffray in Minneapolis. 

“If S5 cents ends up being the price 
point that sticks, then I can guarantee 
you the other fasc-feeders will have an 
item at 55 cents,’’ Hickok said. 
“Otherwise, they vvill see a lot of their 
customers in competitors’ parking lots.’” ' 

McDonald's probably will be taking a 
loss on Big Macs. The cost of the ingredi- 
ents alone — two all-beef patties, spe- 
cial sauce, lettuce, cheese, pickles, 
onions on a sesame seed bun — is about 
40 cents. But McDonald’s hopes to make 
it up by drawing in more customers and 
requiring the purchase of a drink and 
fries.

South should play 
a low club from dummy, forcing 
East to win the trick. South still 
loses two club tricks, but lie keeps 
West off lead for the damaging 
spade shift.

A .spade goes 
on one of the diamonds, and the 
defenders get only three tricks.
